The 
troops arc bursting with enthusiasm. 
Volunteer regiments are pleading to be 
sent to the front. 


Every Englishman knows that the 
Transvaal will cither have to belong 
to England or else England will have 
to pet cut of South Africa. Mr. Glad- 
stone gave the Transvaal away. Mr. 
Chamberlain l» determined to get it 
back. ^England may not believe In Mr. 
Chamberlain, but the situation de- 
mands a strong man, aud the strong 
man of the Cabinet Is Chamberlain. 


It Is a little power agulust a big. 


The Englishmen recognize that Kruger 
has some rights that ought to be re- 
spected, but England also recognizes 
that In South Africa there is a bit of 
country filled with gold that she needs, 
nnd England has a way of getting 
what she wants. 


It seems like a small affair, and all 


the nations of Europe smile at the idea 
of the Transvaal opposing England. 
But England knows better. She has 
learned by experience. 


There may not be war. but nearly 


everybody thinks war is certain. Un- 
der any circumstances there cannot be 
war inside of two months, The Boers 
can put 30,000 troops in the Held; the 
Orange Free Stnte can put 20,000. 
Regiment after regiment Is leaving 
England, and among people of experi- 
ence It Is recognized Hint Oread Britain 
will require nt least 100,000 men to 
obtain a territory that once was hers. 


The Commander In Chief, Field Mnr- 


Rhnl Lord Wolseley, Sir Evelyn Wood. 
den. Sir Kedvers-Buller, and other 
Generals have been working strenuous- 
ly on it for months. Many new fea- 
tures have been Introduced, several of 
them being based on the lessons learn- 
ed by tl.i? American troops in Ilie war 
with Spain. Among the later is the 
extreme usefulness of mules In such a 
country as the Transvaal. Tbe British 
officers who have been in the United 
States, Spain, and South America se- 
lo"tlng these nnlmnls have now been 
ordered to close their purchases and 
ship the mule* :is (illicitly ns possible 
to tbe scene of the probable hostilities. 


All of these things, to say nothing 


of tbe splendid morale nnd reputation 
of the regiments selected for the Cape, 
Indicate that It' war comes It will be 
waged relentlessly nnd strongly and 
that there will be no abatement until 
South Africa Is flooded with British 
troops to such numbers that organized 
reslstence by the Boers will be impos- 
sible. Conservative opinion places six 
months as tbe outside for the capture 
of JohiumcsTmrg and Pretoria. 
Tbe Boer plan of mobilization Is said 
to be purely defensive, embracing 415,- 
000 men. who would occupy strategical 
points In their own country. But this 
Is not likely to prevent a raid upon 
poorly defended Natal. Tbe greatest 
dangers the BrltMi contemplate fac- 
ing, apart from the Boer's steady hands 
and Mauser rifles, are climate, lack of 
forage, and the scarcity of ammunition 
ownlg to tbe difficulties of transporta- 
tion. Precautions have already been 
taken to avoid the two last, but there 
is no doubt that if war comes many 
British lives will be sacrificed to en- 
teric fever. 


Ordered MUw Rav Reinstated. 


Hudson, N. Y., Sept. 11.—Justice 


Fursman, at Troy, has directed tbe Su 
perintendetit of tbe House of Refuge 
for Women, at Husdon. *x> reinstate 
Miss Delia Gaul Kay as General Super- 
visor of that institution. Tbe order 
also grants Miss Kay costs, and will 
entitle her to her full salary from the 
date of her removal. This is the first 
derision giving a construction to Rule 
23 of the Civil Service Commission, 
which was approved by the Governor 
on .Tuly 20. Miss Keefe, who for even

Washington, Sept. H.-Tue Navy Dc- 


partmcnt expect* to beglu the manu- 
facture of »uiokcle«H powder at its 
powder mills, a few tnllen from the 
Potomac Ulrer, a«ar ludinu Head, 
within the next two or three mouths. 
Work on tbe mills has been pushc,' 
energetically, and nt present about 
1,200 men nre employed. Rear Ad- 
miral O'Nell. Chief of the Bureau of 
Ordance, accompanied by Lieutenant 
Seymour of the bureau. Inspected the 
work last week, and was much pleased 
at tfie progress made. 


Already about a dozen buildings are 


completed, the electric light plant- 
said to bo one of the 
11 nest iu the 


world—Is Installed, and the stand plj>e, 
120 feet high, Is up. There pro ten or 
twelve other buildings well aloug to- 
>vard completion. Altogether the group 
of buildings will number twenty-four 
or twenty-five, with a capacity of 2,00<) 
pounds of smokeless powder daily. 


The various buildings of tbe powder 


plant covers an area about four miles 
back from the river. The general pur- 
pose has been to keep tbe buildings as 
far apart as the requirements of manu- 
facture would permit, in order to avoid 
the dangers of explosions. For that 
reason there is no large central build- 
Ing, but many small oues, each having 
n distinct branch of tbe powder mak- 
ing. They are arranged, also, with a 
view to tbe prevailing winds, so th.it 
the risk of having tbe fumes of acids 
borne by tbe wind Is reduced to a. 
minimum. One building is used ex- 
clusively for the picking process, an- 
other for tbe mixing, another for the 
nclds. In this way each st;ige of manu- 
facture is ddaclied from all the others, 
not only reducing the chances of ac- 
cident, but also giving some security 
against widespread damage in case of 
explosion In any one stage of the pro- 
cess. Another precautionary measure 
has been the building of "light paper" 
walls at tbe ends of the buildings 
These readily give to the pressure of 
an explosion, leaving tbe main walls 
of tbe structure stand lug, and ma- 
terially reducing the loss which occurs 
when an explosion is closc-ly routined. 


Iu order to connect the many build- 


ings and permit the powder process to 
be carried on expeditiotisly, a complete 
trolley car service is to be iu opera- 
tion. Tbis AvIII keep the material in 
Its various stages moving forward 
from building to building, until com 
pleted. The electric plant runs tbe ma- 
chinery, the trolley car service and 
supplies light. 


The opening of tbe mills will mark a 


distinct departure by the Government. 
Heretofore all the supplies of powder 
have been drawn from private sources 
The Ilrst nppropriiiton made by Con- 
gress for :i powder factory was about 
.$200,000, but iu tbe last Nnval Appro- 
priation blll$ 1,000,000 was given lor 
the purchase "or manufacture" of pow- 
der. This permits a part of the lait 
appropriation to be vised for the mills. 
Commander Cowdeii is iu charge of tlie. 
work of construction.

tions are too far to be traveled in t 
elngle day, the swagsman rolls blniseL 
in his blanket and camps by the road- 
side. If the distance 
be but a few 


miles, he revels in a genuine holiday 
picnics for the day, perhaps, under th« 
shade of a giant gum tree and arrives 
at the station homestead, with all tht 
appearance of a long day's walk, just at 
the sun is setting. 


The Australian tramp is of a typi 


wholly different 
from the , ignorant 


low-hred scum of humanity that one 
meets in some countries, and from tht 
whining, professional beggar of Europt 
and America. 


As a class these tramps are well in-
